was quoted as saying Tuesday.

ment," a Sri Lankan Foreign 
Ministry spokesman said. 

But the Iraqi government prop- 
osed that the foreign ministers 
should meet in Baghdad on Sept. 2 
and 3 to decide on the venue and 
dates ot the summit, the spokes- 
man added. He said Mr. Jav- 
ewardene supported Iraq's prop- 
osal.

Both countries have been wag- 
ing a diplomatic campaign in 
non-aJigned capitals to press their 
respective cases. 

Iran ‘will be happy" 

In New Delhi ihe speaker ol 
Iran's Majlis (parliament ). 
Hojaioleslam Hashcmi Raf- 
sanjani. said his country would be 
happy if non-aligned summit was 
moved from Baghdad to New 
Delhi. 

“India deserves to be the 
venue." he told reporters on arri- 
val at Delhi airport.

India has held consultations in 
the past two days with Iraq and 
Cuba but External Affairs Minis- 
ter P.V. Narasimha Rao has told 
reporters the question of New 
Delhi hosting the summit was 
hypothetical at this stage. 

Mr. Ralsanjani. the most senior 
Iranian leader to visit India since 
the Islamic revolution in Iran, said 
the controversy over the summit 
would be a major issue in his talks 
if the Indians were w illing to dis- 
cuss it.

ANKARA (R) — Turkish Prime Minister Bulend l-lusu's trip to 
Tehran last week to mediate in the Gulf war did not achieve any 
significant breakthrough but Turkey is continuing contacts with Iran 
and Iraq, diplomatic sources said here Tuesday.

BEIRUT (Agencies) — Israel unleashed a 
new air, land and sea bombardment of Pales- 
tinian positions in besieged west Beirut 
Tuesday, shortly after the Israeli cabinet 
said it had accepted in principle the latest 
commando pullout plan. 


Waves of Israeli lighter- 
bombers hit Palestinian stron- 
gholds in the desolate southern 
suburbs of the city during 9>> 
minutes of raids beginning at two 
p.m. (I20D GMT) eyewitnesses 
and local radio stations reported. 

Heavy artillery in the hills over- 
looking Beirut and gunboais lying 
offshore bombarded coastal dis- 
tricts and the area around the 
Israeli-held international airport 
to the south of the capital. 

The crump ol exploding artil- 
lery shells echoed through the city 
centre but died down by late 
afternoon.

WAFA said J 2 were killed and 37 
wounded in the barrage up to six 
p.m. (16(10 GMTi. 

There was no immediate oificial 
reaction from Lebanese leaders to

Israeli troops began shelling 
Bourj Al Brajneh at the same 
time, the radio said. 

Palestinian gunners aimed sal- 
voes ot anti-aircrali fire at the div- 
ing planes, which let oil thermal 
balloons in a Hash of light to con- 
tuse ground-io-air missiles. 


Beirut Radio said Israeli artil- 
lery and gunboats lying offshore 
pounded coastal areas of west 
Beirut after the air raids. 

West Beirut is still without elec- 
tricity and food supplies, i hough 
water has been sw itched on. But 
the pressure is so low that most 
citizens have to till cans at 
smashed underground pipes or 
street-level taps. 

The International Red Cross 
brought a six-truck convov into 
the west Tuesday loaded with 
supplies lor a new field hospua! 
and emergency rations lor needy 
families. A Red Cross spokesman 
said it took olticials a day and a 
half to get Israeli approval lor the 
convoy. 

Habib discussions 

U.S. Middle East envoy Philip 
Habib met Lebanese leaders ear- 
lier Tuesday in the village ol 
Baabda east of Beirut. 

Attending the meeting were 
President Elias Sarkis. Prime 
Minister Shatiq Al Wa//an and 
Foreign Minister Fuad Butros. 

The American diplomat as 
usual made no statement aficr the 
talks. Bui former Prime Minister 
Takieddine Solh. who lelt before 
Mr. Habib arrived, said the PLO 
pullout could begin by the end ol 


this week or the beginning of next 
week. 

According to reports here. Mr. 
Habib's plan calls for the com- 
mandos to leave in stages over 15 
days, starting on a day to be 
announced after all parties have 
agreed to the plan. 

"Sources close to the talks say 
Palestinian leaders have virtually 
accepied the plan, which has been 
negotiated by Mr. Habib and 
Palestinians through Lebanese 
intermediaries. 

Israeli acceptance 

Announcing the Israeli 
eabmei's acceptance ol the 
American evacuation plan, olli- 
cials said they hoped the end «»l ihe 
war in Lebanon was in sight, but 
Israel had a pre -condition and 
wanted a number ol amendments 
lo the plan. 

The cabinet met for nearly lour 
hours to discuss the eight-page 
plan submitted by Mr. Habib. 

Israeli cabinet Secretary Dan 
Meridor said the amendments his 
government wanted were " sub- 
stantive and textual." 

As a precondition Israel was 
demanding a list of the Arab coun- 
tries willing to receive the 6.0(H) to 
9.(inn commandos entrenched in 
Beirui.

Mr. Dajani told reporters that 
3.000 Palestinian fighters would 
come to Egypt. He said 600 would 
go to the Sudan. 

Sudan's President Jaafar 
Numeiri confirmed earlier in the 
day that Sudan was prepared to 
take bUQ commandos for a limited 
period. 

Previously President Numeiri 
had put forward a condition simi- 
lar to the Egyptian one. that his 
acceptance of the Palestinians was 
tied to development of an overall 
solution. In his latest statement he 
appeared to have d roped this con- 
dition. 

This was included in a message 
from President Numeiri to Mr. 
Yasser Arafat in reply to a request 
from the Palestinian leader, the 
official Sudan News Agency (SU- 
NA) said. 

"It gives me pleasure to inform 
you that Sudan is ready to accept 
600 Palestinian fighters who will 
land honourably in their home and 
among their people." the message 
said according to SUNA. 

He said his offer would enable 
the Palestinians ro reorganise 
their ranks after the unequal bat- 
tle they were fighting. 
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Constructing modern 
mosques presents 
many challenges

Ask ‘which modern building type 
presents the most challenging 
design problems?' and most 
architects, regardless of the coun- 
try in whicb they are working, 
would include buildings of religi- 
ous assembly among those that are 
the more difficult (if not actually 
naming them as the most dif- 
ficult), making reference to mos- 
que, church or temple as approp- 
riate, depending on the particular 
religious context. 

Implicit in the question is 4 
whether or not an individual 
architect aspires to create a relig- 
ous building which is both suitable 
for the extra-special purpose, and 
yet which is self-evidently both of 
hs place and late 20th-century 
time. To leave out of con- 
sideration those mosques, 
churches and temples that are 
designed as copies of historic 
examples, or versions of an his- 
torical architectural style, is not to 
dismiss the alternative approach 
as invalid or unworthy of con- 
sideration. How could that be 
attempted when numerous relig- 
ious authorities and members of 
congregations (and a not insig- 


nificant n umb er of .architects) 
would prefer a recognisably ‘his- 
toric' aesthetic? 

Nevertheless, it is my belief, as 
expressed in Middle East Con- 
struction over a number of years, 
that just as the historic architec- 
tural styles all evolved from pre- 
cedents, so in turn should the 
architecture of today continue to 
evolve from that of the recent 
past. The architecture of Islam, 
with its long tradition of assimilat- 
■ ing that which is appropriate from 
M other countries, need be no excep- 
tion, as I argued in the article 
‘Towards a new architecture' 
(MEC, October 1981). In par- 
ticular, I have in mind the appli- 
cation of modern construction 
technology to the traditional 
climatic and cultural determinants 
of historic Islamic architecture. If 
the requirements of suitability for 
purpose are property resolved, 
then the result wifi be an architec- 
ture of its place and time. 

Challenges 

Challenging as it is for architects 
to create modern Christian 
churches in Europe and the U.S., 
it appears to a non- Islamic 


observer of the Middle Eastern 
architectural scene that the prob- 
lems encountered in the design of 
modem mosques must be sig- 
nificantly more difficult to solve. 
Historic reasons for this difference 
between European countries and 
the Arabian Gulf states have been 
noted before. 

Summarised, these result bora 
the greatly compressed timescale 
of economic change from pre-oil 
revenue pasts to fully modem 
status. Economically the Arabian 
Gulf states are now of the late 
20th-century, whereas in their 
religious, social and political 
evolutions they are still at various 
stages of transition from a local 
past to the international present. 
Expressed in terms of architec- 
tural development, it is as if Euro- 
pean countries had jumped from 
their mediaeval periods to the pre- 
sent day in only 4 or 5 decades, at 
the most, instead of the actual 400 
or SOO years of gradual evolution. 

Religious' expectations 

At this point, further con- 
sideration ; must be given to the 
question of architectural suita- 
bility for religious purpose. This 
vital requirement extends far bey- 


ond mere ability to accommodate 
a given number of people within a 
building enclosure that functions 
satisfactorily in the physical 
respects of protection . from the 
external environment, acoustics 
and visibility. These are sec- 
ondary, practical considerations, 
compared with the need to 
embody in the fabric of the build- 
ing a spiritual content that will be 
in accordance with the expec- 
tations of those using the building. 

The essential architectural 
problem is that of designing m 
sympathy with established historic 
religous imagery, derived from 
centuries of traditional building, 
while at the same time taking 
proper advantage of the structural 
possibilities inherent in modem 
construction technology. How- 
ever, whereas in Christian Enrope 
there are the several centuries of 
gradual change between the com- 
pelling religious images of 
mediaeval Gothic cathedrals and 
the present day. in Islamic coun- 
tries, notably those of the Arabian 
Gulf (with which this column is 
primarily concerned) the com- 
parable architectural past is well 
within living memory. 

Architectural circumstances in 
many Islamic countries are 
directly comparable with those of 
the 1670s in England, when the 
architect Christopher Wren 
encountered great resistance from 
religious traditionalists in seeking 
appro val for his plans for a new St. 
Pauls Cathedral, in London. His 
proposals in the then ‘revolutio- 
nary 5 , ultra-modern Renaissance 
style had to be modified in accor- 
dance with mediaeval Gothic 
functional arrangements, 
although he was able to keep the 
‘modern 1 appearance. 

(Recently there was also the 
very considerable controversy 
Cathedral, which revealed three 
hundred years later, the strength 
of the religious affinity for the 
English mediaeval past)

New local mosques 

The rapid and extensive growth 
of many of the Arabian Gulf cities 
has required the building . of 
numerous small and medium-size 
neighbourhood mosques to serve 
local communities. These are in 
addition to the main state, and 
Friday mosques, of which the state 
mosque in Kuwait City, currently, 
at an advanced stage of con- 


struction, is an extremely impor- 
tant new design which will be illus- 
trated on completion. The exam- 
ples accompanying this column 
are of smaller local mosques, 
photographed during a recent 
visit, at Muscat. Oman; Dubai, 
and Doha. Qatar, with the mosque 
at a new tribal centre in the hin- 
terland of Oman in addition. Two 
small historic mosques are also 
included by way of showing exam- 


ples of traditional precedents. 

This consideration of new mos- 
que architecture is limited to the 
external appearance, where there 
is greater possibility for interpre- 
tation of traditional religious 
expectations, in terms of modern 
technology, than is allowable with 
the internal plan arrangements. 

Local technology 

Historical architectural forms 
were determined by the available 
local technology. The minarets of 
the two old mosques at Sibad Vil- 
lage. Muscat, Oman, and in a 
redevelopment district of the city 
of Doha, Qatar, are examples of 
this effect; their circular shapes 
results from an inability to build 
durable, more or less precise, cor- 
ners of a square or rectangular 
plan (should their designers have 
so wished) with rudimentary 
bricks or rough pieces and readily 
rendered over to give a reasonably 
weatherproof, uniform surface. 
Modern precision concrete block 
manufacture for comparable 
rendered surfaces, and the shap- 
ing possible with insitu concrete 
and precast concrete construction, 
enable new. visually different 
architectural forms to meet the 
same traditional requirements. 

The minaret of the mosque at 
Ruwi, a new district of Muscat, 
Oman, is one excellent instance of 
the use of new technology; so also 
but as a markedly different 
architectural approach — is the Al 
Siddique mosque at Doha. (As 
further contrast, the minaret of 
the mosque is the new’ Jumeira dis- 
trict of Dubai is a more traditional 
design.) 

The related dictates of climatic 
control, and technology — which 
could not economically provide 
for wide openings — created the 
traditional small window and door 


’openings m external walls. The 
( reinforced concrete construction 
of the Ruwi mosque, Ity com- 
parison, could have provided for 
very large openings, but the desig- 
‘neis, correctly, preferred to follow 
the historic ‘window-in-wall" 
'approach, thereby conforming 
with expectations. This example 
however makes effective use of 
the semi-circular arch motif which 
although not a truly traditional 
form, is nonetheless well suited to 
both climatic and cultural 
requirements. 

Portico and comparable exter- 
nal wall openings in traditional 
construction either involved sim- 
ple horizontal lintels — if timber or 
stone of adequate dimensions and 
strength was available (as with the 
Doha example); or arch con- 
struction, usually, but not invar- 
iably. of pointed design (as the 
Sibad mosque). The Al Siddique 
mosque maintains tradition in this 
respect, whereas the Jumeira 
mosque interprets the past in a 
highly original way. which, it is to 
be believed, is generally pleasing 
to the local religious community. 
This skilful exercise in reinforced 
concrete designing takes the arch 
motif up above roof level as an 
effective skyline, and has ' the 
openings below filled in with a 
simple sun-shading screen. 

Domed roof construction over 
the main internal space was his- 
torically an expensive develop- 
ment from flat roofs with the 
necessary column supports, and as 
such could seldom be afforded in 
the design of these smaller mos- 
ques. State and other comparable 
main mosques are where this trad- 
itional design motif is found, and 
although technology now makes 
domes generally possible, the flat 
roof alternative would seem to be 
preferable.

These capabilities 
should be pooled and modern 
methods should be used in local 
and foreign marketing, he said.

758 ships docked in 
Aqaba so far this year 


AMMAN (Petra) — The volume 
of expons and imports via Aqaba 
Port in the first third of 1982 
totalled some 3,720,000 tonnes 
and the number of ships anchored 
in Aqaba 758. 

A report by the Amman 
Chamber of Industry said 
exported raw phosphates in 1981 
totalled 3.489.000 tonnes w hile it 


totalled in the first third of 1982 
some 1 ,234,000 tonnes. 

The report said that export 
activities from Aqaba Port would 
increase when Dead Sea potash 
extracts, estimated at some 

1.200.000 tonnes in the first year 
in addition to the chemical fer- 
tiliser products estimated at some 

750.000 tonnes a year. 


Municipality to form health 
laboratories department 


.AMMAN (Petra ! — Amman 
Mayor Isam Ajlouni has decided 
to form a new department for 
health and environmental 
laboratories at the municipality. 

The new department will under- 
take the collection of foodstuff 
samples from Amman markets 
and examining them to ascertain 
that they are fit for human con- 


sumption as well as inspection and 
examination of drinking water and 
lhat in swimming pools in the cap- 
ital and places selling or pro- 
cessing foodstuffs. The depart- 
ment will be entitled to take the 
necessary measures against the 
violators. Dr. Mohammad Ali Al 
Hadidi has been appointed direc- 
tor of the department. 


Electricity authority refers 
tenders for network in south 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Jordan 
Electricity Authority (JEA) has 
referred two tenders to two fore- 
ign and local companies to install 
the necessary electric networks to 
electrify 31 villages in the areas of 
Wadi Musa, Ma'an, Shawbak. 
Tafila and Karak. 

The first tender includes the 
installation of high-tension net- 
works while the second tender 


includes the installation of low- 
tension networks. The cost of the 
project., which is expected to be 
completed within two years is JD 
2,200,000 and will be financed by 
loans from the World Bank and 
the JEA budget. 

This is the sixth project the JEA 
implements in the rural areas in' 
central and southern Jordan. 


Post office handles Mu’tah 
University application forms 


AMMAN (Petra) — Post offices in the various parts of the country 
began on Tuesday accepting applications for enrolment in the police 
science college in MuTah university. 

Communications Ministry sources said that acceptance of the 
applications will continue until Aug. 20, 

The ministry has instructed all post offices to send the applications 
by registered mail as soon as possible and to acquaint the students 
with the enrolment instructions which the university distributed to 
the dost offices.

Jordan celebrates King’s 
accession to throne today 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Jordan cele- 
brates Wednesday, the 30th year 
of the rule of His Majesty King 
Hussein. After the assassination 
of his grandfather King Abdullah, 
(1951), and the brief reign of his 
father King Talal who abdicated 
on Sept. 9, 1951, for health 
reasons. King Hussein inherited at 
the tender age of 17 the throne of 
the Hashemite Kingdom of Jor- 
dan, a small country in short sup- 
ply Of everything. 


During the past thirty years, the 
country saw major developments 
in every field. The country's 
economy, predominantly agricul- 
tural and based on ancient 
methods, was more difficult to 
develop, especially as it was beset 
by the 1967 war in which Jordan 
lost the West Bank to Israel. 
However, the process of mod- 
ernisation that started in the ’50’s 
with the mechanisation of agricul- 
ture proceeded relentlessly to give 


Jordan the varied economy that it 
has now. 

The successive development 
plans, (1973-1976, 1976-1981 
and the current five year plans) 
gave Jordan an industrial base, a; 
more productive agricultural sec- 
tor, and a highly developed bank- 
ing and financial sector. 

The little country of the fifties, 
that had little but high hopes 
stands now a focal point in reg- 
ional developments. 


Soviet delegation ends visit 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Jor- 
danian and Soviet sides have 
expressed their deep concern over 
the dangerous situation in Leba- 
non and strongly denounced the 
barbaric Israeli aggression on 
Lebanon. In a statement issued on 
Monday evening, at the end of the 
Soviet parliamentary delegation's 
visit io Jordan, the two sides 
denounced the inhuman practices 
of the invading Israeli forces in 
Lebanon which consist of 11 killing 
children, women and old people 
and destroying buildings, insti- 
tutes, places of worship, hospitals 
and embassies as well as carrying 
out acts of piracy and committing 
the ugliest atrocities against the 
Lebanese and Palestinian people 
in blatant violation of the United 
Nations charter, the Geneva con- 
ventions and international laws 
and norms.” 

The two sidus declared that "the 
killing and destruction of cities 
and villages, the cutting off of 
drinking water from the residents 
of west Beirut and banning of 
foodstuffs and medicines are a 
direct result of the Camp David 
agreement and the dis- 
memberment of the Arab ranks.” 

The statement said Israeli 
actions in Lebanon and in the 


; occupied Arab territories such as 
I the construction of settlements, 
the seizure of lands, the annex- 
ation of the Golan Heights, the 
deportation of the mayors of Heb- 
ron and Halhoul and the dis- 
solution of the municipal councils 
in the West Bank and Gaza Strip 
cities are"taking place to the full 
knowledge of the U.S. administ- 
ration which is offering support 
and air, naval and ground arma- 
ment for Israel. This indicates that 
the United States is rendering all- 
out support and approval of 
Israel's aggressive and criminal 
actions." 

Halting aggression 

The statement called for the 
immediate halt of the Israeli 
aggression and the withdrawal of 
the Israeli forces from Lebanon in 
accordance with the United 
Nations Security Council and 
General Assembly resolutions as 
well as for the preservation of 
Lebanon’s sovereignty, territorial 
integrity and independence. The 
two sides appealed to the Arabs to 
strengthen the ties of solidarity to 
confront all the Zionist and 
imperialist designs threatening the 
Arab area and future. 


CompreheX'l ~c settlement 

The statemeL . said that Soviet 
and Jordanian parliamentarians 
believe that the events currently 
taking place in Lebanon and the 
occupied West Bank, Gaza Strip 
and the Golan Heights dictate that 
a comprehensive and final set- 
tlement of the Middle East prob- 
lem be found. In order to achieve 
this goal efforts should be made 
with the participation of .all con- 
cerned sides, including the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO), the sole legitimate rep- 
resentative of the Palestinian peo- 
ple to achieve the just and com- 
prehensive solution of the Middle 
East crisis. This is why the Soviet 
Union's call for convening an 
international conference on the 
Middle East tinder the U.N. 
auspices to reach a just, hon- 
ourable and comprehensive sol- 
ution of the Middle East crisis is an 
important call, the statement said. 

The head of the Soviet deleg- 
ation extended an invitation to the 
speaker of the Upper House of 
Parliament to pay an official visit 
to the Soviet Union at the head bf- 
a Jordanian parliamentary deleg- 
ation. The invitation was accepted 
with thanks, and its date will be 
fixed in the future.

Limping into the 80s 


WE WOULD LIKE to add our name to the 
list of those people who support the statement 
issued Monday by the National Consultative 
Council. More particularly, we wish to 
emphasise the importance and veracity of 
that part of the statement which talked about 
the need for Arab governments to provide 
new opportunities by which the citizens of the 
Arab World can participate more effectively 
in the decision-making process. We have long 
felt that the root cause of the obvious failure of 
the Arab World in confronting the twin chal- 
lenges of the Israelis and their American bac- 
kers has always been the institutional ina- 
bility of the Arab people to put aH their weight 
into the battle-whether that battle is milit- 
ary. economic, political or of any other 
nature. 

Arab nation-states are virtually incapable 
of responding to external challenges because 
it is hard to muster the full resources of people 
who are not themselves fully participating in 
the decisions they are asked to implement. 


The governments of the Arab World have 
done a fine job, in most cases, in the infras- 
tructural development of individual nation- 
states, by building roads, schools, hospitals 
and public works facOities. But it is very 
clear, as we limp into the 1980s battered by 
aggressive enemies all around us, that the 
pace of socio-economic development in the 
Arab World must be matched by political 
development of the kind alluded to in the 
statement by the National Consultative 
Council. That body is itself an indication of 
the realisation at the highest levels of our own 
country that there must be a substantive, 
institutional advance in the nature of 
decision-making on a national level. 


We suspect that the Arab World is moving 
along at less than full speed, and what is 
required to push it forward is an advance in 
the internal political systems that would be 
translated into effective action on a regional 
level.

Statistics is only the beginning 


THE DEPARTMENT of 
Statistics and some other offi- 
cial departments issue bulletins 
and publications showing, in 
numerical form, results of sur- 
veys carried out by their staff 
on various sectors in Jordan. 
Unfortunately, such statistical 
results are not given the proper 
consideration they deserve in 
terms of analysis and drawing 
of conclusions with the inten- 
tion of utilising them in 
strategy planning and decision 
making. 

Equipped with a modem 
computer and a large number 
of staff, the Department of 
Statistics is trying to provide 
satisfactory information on 
many aspects of life in Jordan. 
The department assembles 
data from many sources, pro- 


cess it and issues results in 
numerical form. The pub- 
lications sometimes contain 
certain errors which are bound 
to occur in view of the com- 
plexity of the procedure and 
approach adopted. Errors 
could emanate from the source 
of information, improper sam- 
pling and processing, or inade- 
quate checking. 

In some instances the errors 
in the publications are trivial, 
while in other cases they con- 
tain inconsistencies and con- 
tradictions. The official 
departments issuing their own 
bulletins do not seem to col- 
laborate with the Department* 
of Statistics, leading to con- 
flicting information. The 
absence of sufficient expla- 
nation on the timing and the 


manner, iu which the surveys 
are carried out, and on the 
sampling and processing 
criteria, the reader of the statis- 
tical results may be compelled 
to undertake a separate study 
to ascertain the validity' and the 
limitations of the figures at 
hand. 

Errors in the statistical pro- 
cesses do not only occur at an 
inter-departmental leveL but 

also within the individual 
departments and institutions. 
In many cases there is no sense 
of what is actually needed out 
of the statistics, and the data is 
assembled in a haphazard fash- 
ion and compiled through an 
irregular non -scientific method 
that relays misleading infor- 
mation. If one adds on top of 
this the routine errors and the 


errors accumulating at every 
channel of reference, one 
might end up seeing a totally 
unrealistic picture. 

The inconsistency in the 
availability of statistical figures 
is certainly not the only reason 
why they are not made use of 
by planners and decision- 
makers. The efforts spent on 

compiling statistics would be 
totally wasted if the results are 
not significant to the policy- 
making bodies, in form and in 
content. They would also be a 
waste if the concerned people 
did not read them and base 
Lheir future strategies upon 
them. 

The assembling of the data, 
its processing, the issuing of the 
compiled results, the analysis 
of the statistical information. 


and the initiation of action 
based upon thb analysts should 
all be performed within a rela- 
tively short period and in time. 

Out-of-date figures could be 
useless, and even harmful, 
should they influence .the 
entailing strategies and deci- 
sions. Statistics resemble the 
medical equipment monitoring ' 
the body, and the physician has' 
to have accurate up-to-date 
data in order to be able to deat 
with the situation. 

In Jordan! there seems tobe 
little appreciation of the value . 
statistics has in modern 
societies. Statistics is a means - 
and not an end. It is only the 
beginning, and its real .value, 
emanates from our capability 
of utilising it to our advantage. 




Fundamentalism lurks not too far from the surface

THE OVERRIDING pattern in 
the conduct of Middle East affairs 
appears to be increasing violence 
and appalling bloodshed. The 
multifaceted conflicts could easily 
spread and involve other parties 
that have not been engaged so far. 
Three major Hash points pose 
serious problems for all the states 
of the region as well as the Super- 
powers. These arc Lebanon, the 
occupied Arab territories of 
Jerusalem, the West Bank. Gaza 
and the Golan Heights and the 
Iraq-Iran war in the Gulf. AH of 
these could lead to a wider con- 
flagration and precipitate a con- 
frontation between the Super- 
powers. 

It is ironic that while the Arab is 
commonly characterised in the 
West as a proponent of barbaric 
and mindless violence, he should 
be its only unfortunate victim in 
his homeland. The death and des- 
truction inflicted on Lebanon by 
the Israeli invasion with the 
express purpose of liquidating the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
has been compounded by the Ira- 
nian invasion of Iraq. Both cam- 
paigns seem pan of a concerted 
effort to disfigure and contort the 
basic features of the Arab national 


identity. The two non- Arab pow- 
ers. Iran in the east and Israel in 
the west, seek the -machronistic 
balkanisation of the Arab World 
m order to impose their hegemony 
over the region. Their quest for 
political dominance has been 
facilitated, strangely as it may 
seem, by the muddle and con- 
fusion that has characterised 
American policy toward the Mid- 
dle East for more than a decade. It 
is not difficult to trace the under- 
lying causes for the prevailing 
chaos to a number ot mis- 
conceptions embodied in the 
Camp David accords. The imbal- 
ance in the strategic power 
brought about by the conclusion 
of the Israeli- Egyptian peace tre- 
aty of l«7w enabled Israel to 
insinuate itself into a position of 
power and dominance to pursue 
the irredentist fundamentalist 
aims ol the Begin government. 
The neutralisation of Egypt, fol- 
lowing the ratification of the peace 
treaty, encouraged both Israel and 
Iran to assume the surrogate role 
envisaged in the Nixon doctrine. 
Tit is unholy alliance between 
strange bedfellows has one objec- 
tive in mind— to squeeze the Arabs 
into submission. 


The Camp David accords could 
not provide for a settlement ot the 
Palestine question which 
remained the crux of the crisis in 
the Middle East. Egypt has been 
able to recover occupied Sinai 
only by putting aside the Palestine 
and the Pan-Arab dimension of its 


Israel has con- 
stantly attempted to 
substitute the resol- 
ution of other con- 
flicts for that of 
Palestine. 


national politics. The autonomy- 
talks have become moribund, 
mainly because of Israel's intrans- 
igence. but also because Egypt 
cannot negotiate on behalf of the 
other Arab parties who have been 
committed to a peace procedure 


by the signatories of the accords 
without consultation or approval. 

It is not unreasonable to con- 
clude that the Camp David 
Accords have run their natural 
course and achieved their primary 
objective in the conclusion of the 
peace treaty between Egypt and 
Israel. The Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon and the frantic drive to 
eradicate any semblance of the 
Palestine national identity provide 
sufficient evidence of Israel's real 
intentions. It has become increas- 
ingly obvious that Mcnachem 
Begin does not wish to conclude a 
just and lasting settlement of the 
Arab-lsraeli dispute. His insis- 
tence that autonomy is to be 
accorded to people rather than 
territory means nothing less than 
the effective annexation of the 
occupied territories into what he 
has called 'Historic Israel'. His 
denial of the right to national 
self-determination for the Pales- 
tine Arabs on the dubious asser- 
tion that a people without a coun- 
try could not entertain such a right 
is a blatant attempt to eliminate 
the corporate existence of four 
million people whose land Israel 
has seized by force oi arms. Mr. 
Begin is no longer content with the 
demographic changes Israel has 
introduced to the occupied area, 
he seeks a fundamental alteration 
in the political map of the region. 


It -is really no longer the question 
of Arab recognition of the Jewish 
state, but the reverse that has 
become an urgent consideration 
for American policy' makers. 

The peace contracted between . 
Egypt and Israel has set a danger- 
ous precedent that ought not 
allowed to pass unnoticed or 
unchallenged. Israel has coth’ 
stantly attempted to substitute the 
resolution ol other conflicts for. 
that of Palestine. The restoratipa ; 
of occupied Sinai to Egypt tu& 
paved the way for this. It should 
surprise none when Israel 
demands the conclusion ofa peace- 
treaty with Lebanon for the with-, 
draw a 1 of its lorees of occupation 
from that country. The beseiged. 
and embattled Palestinians hi' 
Beirut have been offered death or 
safe conduct for the renunciation 
of their national identity. How- 
ever. no matter what the degreeof 
force employed, in the final analy- 
sis neither the Palestinians not 
their national cause will simply go 
away. A homeland for the four 
million Palestinians must be found 
and a new initiative -is -badly 
required- Israel must give up the 
occupied territories if it is to live in 
peace. The lesson of Egypt should, 
be heeded. Fundamentalism vof 
various kinds lurks not too far 
from tlte surf ace to the detriment ' 
of all concerned. .

Former Labour part) cabinet 
minister Roy Jenkins, hi. elected 
by a majority of the r»5.m it i Social 
Democrats, is adamant that Bri- 
tain's first big new parly to emerge 
lor SO years wonts more than "a 
little foothold on the fringe of 
conventional politics." 

The fight is on to win the next 
general election, he says. 

But first Mr. Jenkins must 
regain ihc electoral ground that 
has slipped away from the party in ’ 
the last few months. Formed in 
March lusi by Mr. Jenkins and 
three disaffected Labour minis- 


ters. the SDI‘ reached the peak ol 
its popularity late last year, edging 
past the ruling conservatives and 
the Labour opposition in opinion 
polls. 

Last March \1r. Jenkins, who 
quit British politics in 1^77 to 
become president of the Euro- 
pean Common Market's executive 
commission, swept back into par- 
liament on the breaking wave ol 
support in a by-election in Scm- 
land's second city. Glasgow. 

Bm the Falkland* crisis, creat- 
ing a surge in government popu- 
larity. showed the new party's 
carlv appeal wearing thin. If made 
little impact in local elections m 
May and trailed behind in two par- 
liamentary h\ -elections last 
month. 

Conservative ministers, flush 
with Britain's success in recap- 
turing the Falkland* from Argen- 


tine forces, are talking more con- 
fidently about a second term in 
government. 


Credible alternative

Tibetan monasteries re-emerging from Maoist destruction 


• LHASA. Tibet — Tibet's once- 
powerfui monasteries, gradually 
re-emerging from the ashes of 
Maoist destruction, have been 
permitted to recruit children once 
again as novice monks to cam’ on 
their ancient traditions. 

The more orthodox Tibetan 
communists are less than happy 
■with this but realise they must 
■ accept it as pan of the national 
policy of restoring religious free- 
dom among China's disenchanted 
minority peoples. 

Western journalists visiting 
Lhasa's Drepung monastery, the 
biggest in Tibet until its powerwas 
broken 23 years ago for joining 
the 1959 anti-Chinese rebellion, 
saw a group of small boys wearing 
the traditional red habits of Tibe- 
tan lamas (religious leaders). 

An adult monk said Drepung. 
home monastery of the exiled 
Dalai Lama, had recruited30 
novices in the past two years, 
boosting its total number of "lamas 
to 200. They expected to take 


more in the future. 

The novices were aged between 
seven and 20. and officials in 
Lhasa explained that in addition 
to their studying tantric Buddhist 
texts, measures had been taken to 
ensure they got a normal edu- 
cation as well. 

An ex-monk working as a 
caretaker at Lhasa's other big 
monastery. Sera, said it too had 
recruited 20 to 30 young novices 
to augment Us 100 adult monks. 

Even with the new intake, both 
monasteries are shadows of their 
former splendour. 

In its heyday in the 1 950s. Dre- 
pung housed 1 0.000 monks. 2.300 
more than permitted under Chin- 
ese government regulations at the 
time, while its great rival had 
5.500. 

Many of those at Drepung were 
driven out by the people's lib- 
eration army in 1959 after the 
abbot dispatched several 
thousand armed monks to join the 


anti-communist rebellion. The 
rebellion failed, prompting the 
Dalai Lama's *light into India. 

The remainder were expelled 
by Mao Tsc Tung’s atheist Red 
Guards in the cultural revolution 
of the 1960s. 

After Mao’s death 

Now with Mao dead and religi- 
ous freedom restored, only a small 
proportion of them ha\e come 
back. The rest have either died, 
married and thus irrevocably 
broken their vows or simply 
become used to life on the com- 
mune. 

The Drepung. which means 
rice-heap in Tibetan, is a majestic 
complex of layer upon layer of 
white stone buildings with flat 
roofs and gold canopies, stretch- 
ing up a rocky hillside to the 
northwest of the Tibetan capital. 
Ruins higher up show that it was 
once even larger. 


Sera is less imposing, but on the 
mountain behind h lies the flat 
rock on which the bodies of dead 
Tibetans -from Lhasa are chopped 
up and led to the vultures in ihe 
still popular, traditional -sky- 
buriaf". 

Dorje Tsaidam. Communist 
Party leader of the holy city, said 
he planned to convert some of the 
empty buildings at the two monas- 
teries to prov ide shelter to the tens 
of thousands of ragged pilgrims 
who' flock to worship in Lhasa 
each year. 

At present, some can be seen 
sleeping in the streets or in tents 
and cooking over camp fires. 

Mr. Dorje. a veteran com- 
munist. told a group of visiting 
correspondents he would have 
become a monk himslef as a boy 
had his father not forbidden him. 
He said he found it said that chil- 
dren were once again being 
inducted as novices. 


‘’But we can't stop it. because 
it's their belief.'' he said. “We 
cannot interfere in their freedom 
to believe."’ 

Lamaism in Tibet 

He said lamaism had done great 
harm to Tibet, and had even 
halved the population of Tibet 
from two million in the IXth cen- 
tury to less than one million when 
the Dalai Lama left, by inducting 
one fifth of the adult males into 
monkhood. 

The Chinese say the Tibet "aut- 
onomous region" now has 1 >-4 
million people, though the Dalai 
Lama says there are six million 
Tibetans in China as a whole. 

Mr. Dorje added' that religion 
was bound to die out sooner or 
later, but in his view this would 
take several generations. 

"As a matter ol lacr. religion 
will gradually lose its apjx.*al if you 


let people be free.” Mr. Dorje 
said. If it was forbidden, this only 
added to its aura of mystery, he 
said. 

So China's communists, after an 
experiment of a decade of sup- 
pression. are now reconciled to 
the fact that religion cannot be 
wiped out easily. 

Though most of Tibet's 3.70ft 
monasteries — the Dalai Lama 
says there were 5. 5 HO — have been 
closed or destroyed, lamaism has 
emerged from Maoist fanaticism 
unscathed in the minds ol most 
Tibeiants. 

The region's atheist Chinese 
rulers acknowledge that the influ- 
ence of both lamaism and the 
Dalai Lama arc still strong, and 
they would clearly like him back in 
China where they can control him 
like the Panchon Lama, the 
number two in the theocracy, who 
is now a reliable spokesman fur 
lire party line. 

Wei Hang, tire Chinese deputy 


director of the Tibetan religious 
affairs bureau, said there were 
now only 1.000 lamas left in the 
monasteries compared with 
110.000 in 1959. 

He told reponers there were 
perhaps 5.000 more "scattered in 
society" who had not returned. 
But all the surviving monasteries 
had recently taken on young 
nov ices. 

Mr. Dorje. who is also deputy 
chairman of the regional people’s 
congress. S3id he did not know the 
exact number ol monasteries 
being restored, but said the total 
was several dozen -- an Increase 
on the figure of 1 0 given two years 
ago. 

Ganden monastery 

One of the most horrifying 
chapters of recent history to the 
Tibetans was the destruction of 
their most revered monastery. 


Ganden. northeast of Lhasa, 
which was tom down stone Irom 
stone by Maoist fanatics. 

Now its main sections are ak»« 
being rebuilt after local Buddhism 
started the reconstruction by 
themselves, prompting the gov- 
ernment to step in. Mr. Wei stud 
three million yuan I SI. 6 milium) 
had been set aside for renovating 
historical buildings in Tibet since 
1979. 

In addition to the monasteries 
and temples, the two palaces of 
the Dalai Lama are also regarded 
as shrines. 

In both the Potala. the mag- 
nificent 1 7th-cenuiry citadel over- 
looking Lhasa, and' in the Nor- 
bulinka. his summer palace ichudi 
by the Chinese in the 195tts. pil- 
grims make offerings belore 
gilded images of Gods and former 
Dalai Lamas.

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Louganis sees diving not just 
a sport but also an art form 


GUAYAQUIL, Ecuador (R'l - 
Nobody was more surprised than 
Greg Louganis when he turned in 
a near-perfect performance in the 
three-metre springboard diving 
final at the World Swimming 
Championships here last week. 

“1 think he was a little shocked 
at what he had done." said his 
coach Ron O' Brien after Louganis 
had recorded a massive 752.67 
points total after 1! dives, the 
highest score ever in a major com- 
petition. 

"To break 700 is difficult, he’s 
done that about three or four 
times, but to dive 750 is only 60 
points off perfect and that's pretty 
incredible even for Greg to com- 
prehend." 

Louganis took his second gold 
last Saturday in the 10-metre plat- 
form event, scoring maximum 
points on his fourth dive. 

The 22-vear-old American, 
who studies performing arts at 
California University and hopes to 
become an actor or a dancer, sees 
diving as not just a sport but also 
as an art form. 

“It's a beautiful sport, it's like a 
dance production." he said. “You 
have to have the strength, you 
hate to have the grace, you hate 


to have the lines. It s the same 
thing as dance." 

“I relate a lot of what 1 do in 
diving through my dance and 
vice-versa." he said. “Most of my 
training has been in dance. I’ve 
been dancing since I was a year 
and a half, and I was taking jazz 
and tap lessons until ! was 1 2." 

His dance background shows 
itself in the poise and composure 
of his movements as he takes his 
position on the board, or limbers 
up bouncing on the springboard 
before an event. 

And it was with a dancer's dis- 
cipline that Louganis swept to vic- 
tory with more than a dozen "per- 
fect" scores of 10 from the judges 
throughout the competition. 

" I don't see diving as a mechan- 
ical action all. You have to make 
every dive, however difficult it is. 
seem effortless." 

“It's a tremendous challenge, 
because you are competing 
against yourself and you have to 
make every dive count." said 
Louganis. “You shouldn't be 
’ looking towards the other divers 
to push you along." 

Louganis. bom of Samoan par- 
ents in the San Diego suburb of El 
Cajon and adopted by a Greek 


and Scots-Irish couple when 
eight- months-old. began diving 
around the age of nine. 

"I saw him when he was 1 1 and 
even at that age it was clear he was 
going to be a phenomenal diver 
some day.” said O’Brien. 


"He’s a veiy talented person," 
said O'Brien. “I keep him in the 
right psychological frame of mind, 
trying to get him thinking the right 
way, convince him that he can do 
certain things, and work with him 
on the technical aspects of the 
sport. But he still has to get up 
there and perform himself.'* 

Louganis is no stranger to suc- 
cess. In the 1976 Olympic Games 
he won the silver in the 10-metre 
platform but took the gold at the 
West Berlin World Champ- 
ionships two years later. 

The Linked States' boycott of 
the 1980 Moscow Olympics 
robbed him of his medal chances 
there and increased his appetite 
for Guayaquil. 

But training has brought prob- 
lems for Louganis. He was dogged 
by a series of minor injuries for 
much of last year and could not 
begin training properly until 
December. 


Fitzgerald, Krishnan clear round 1 of Canadian Open 


TORONTO (Rl — Unseeded John Fitzgerald of 
Australia, struggling to find his top form of a year 
1 ago. and I5th-secded Ramesh Krishnan of India 
won their first-round matches in the S300,fli.H> 
Canadian Men's Open Tennis Championships here 
Monday. 

The tournament's top three seeds. John McEn- 
roe, Jimmy Connors and defending champion Ivan 
Lendl of Czechoslovakia, are scheduled to play 
Tuesday. 

The Canadian Open marks the first time that 
these three players have been in the same tour- 
nament since the Masters in New York last Janu- 
ary. 

Fitzgerald, ranked 49th in the world last year and 
now listed as 1 83rd. needed three hours and seven 
minutes before beating loth-seeded Eric Fromm of 
the United States, 7-6. 3-6. 7-6. 

Krishnan. 21. beat qualifier Marcel Freeman of 
the United States. 2-6. 6-2, 6-4. 

Ahead 4-2 in the third set. Fitzgerald saw his 


margin evaporate as Fromm. 24. won three straight 
games to lead 6-5. Fromm held his serve to draw 
even at 6-6 and force a tiebreaker, which Fitzgerald 
won. seven points to tour. 

Later two of the brightest stars in tennis. Mats 
Wilander of Sweden and Chip Hooper of the 
United States, scored straight set wins in the open- 
ing round. 

Wilander. who shot up from obscurity to be 
ranked ninth in the world on the strength of his 
French Open Championship in May. displayed his 
trademark pinpoint passing shots in beating qual- 
ifier American Tony Graham 2-5. 6-3. 6-4 in 68 
minutes. 

Wilander. 17. seeded sixth, has enjoyed his best 
success on clay courts but showed no discomfort on 
the York University hard courts here. 

Hooper, who began 1982 ranked 235 and is now 
27th. placed American Matt Doyle. 27. They 
hooked up in a classic serve and volley struggle that 
Hooper won with an ace. 7-6, 7-5. 6-3.

The entry list includes 
Australians Graham Marsh and 
Greg Norman. Bernhard Langer 
of West Germany and Sandy Lyle 
of Britain. Marsh is a two-time 
winner of the championship. 

Craig Stadler. the current U.S. 
Masters champion, has withdrawn 
because he was refused a release 
from the conflicting Buick Open 
in Grand Blanc, Michigan.

Sweep six is a deceptively sim- 
ple bet— all you have to do is to 
pick six winners in a row at any 
one meeting. U costs just two 
Canadian dollars (SI. 60) and 
could bring you untold riches 
because the pool is carried over to 
the next day if no one strikes it 
lucky fust time. 

That is just what happened last 
month at Vancouver's Exhibition 
Park, set against a beautiful back- 
drop of coastal mountains, when 
sweep six fever firmly gripped the 
pacific city in a week-long gues- 
sing game. 

No one had ever expected the 
pool to go unwon for a week but 
21.000 gamblers packed into 
Exhibition Park on night seven in 
a determined bid to scoop the 2.2 
million Canadian dollars (51.8 
million) so temptingly on offer. 

With Canada suffering its worst 
recession since the great depre- 
ssion of the 1930's, clearly the pot 
of gold at the end of the rainbow 
for just two dollars was too good 
to miss. 

At the Vancouver Stock 
Exchange, not exactly the most 
buoyant in North America today. 
33 investors put in 1.000 dollars 
apiece and backed one hot favour- 
ite in one race and combined it 
with a host of others. The “cert" 
came in fourth. 

One heartbroken gambler saw 


his hopes dissolve one night when 
his choice was disqualified in race 
six. 

Id the end, the giant pool was 
split three ways with rwo lucky 
winners quietly heading for home 
without identifying themselves. 
Estate agent and racehorse owner 
Peter Wall had no such qualms 
about publicity. 

Mr. WalL. who considers himself 
a skilled handicapper in his spare 
time, revealed his not very original 
system which required a hefty 
outlay— pick one certainty in a 
couple of races and then link it 
with several choices in the other 
races. 

Sweep six got another big publ- 
icity boost this month when 
beauty salon owner Nader, who 
confessed that horses and women 
have always been his downfalL 
went to Toronto's Greenwood 
Raceway for a Friday night 
takeaway of 140.000 Canadian 
dollars t.S 1 16.000). 

With lady luck clearly smiling 
on him. he left a client under the 
dryer in his salon on Saturday 
afternoon, scurried off to the 
Woodbine track and did it again, 
this time landing i 17.000 Cana- 
dian dollars (S 97.000). 

Sweep six was introduced last 
year but it was not until the Van- 
couver betting madness 

The top five tracks in Canada 
operate sweep six pools and with 
the government introducing reg- 
ulations that permit inter-track 
betting, the possibilities tor a 
trans-continental bonanza would 
seem limitless. 


Coe, Ovett, Thompson 
selected for Athens meet 


LONDON (R) — Olympic 
champions Steve Ovett. Sebastian 
Coe. Allan Wells and Daley 
Thompson were Tuesday included 
in Britain's team for the European 
Athletics Championships in 
Athens from Sept. 6 to 12. 

But there will be no Ovett-Coe 
showdown in the middle-distance 
events with Ovett named to run 
the 1.500 metres and Coe the W10 
metres.

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New management takes 
over Banco Ambrosiano 


ROME (R) — The branches of 
Banco Ambrosiano; the Milan- 
based bank put into compulsory 
. liquidation by Italy’s Monetary 
authorities on Friday, opened for 
business as usual Tuesday under 
new management. 

Officials of Nuqvo Banco 
Ambrosiano spa. the successor 
bank set up. to take over 
Ambrosiano' s domestic activities, 
said clients' affairs were being 
handled normally alter two days 
of frantic preparation over the 
weekend. 

But in Milan lawyers rep- 
resenting some of the 40,000 
small shareholders of the former 
bank said. they were studying a 
possible challenge to the treasury 
decree which ordered it to be 
wound up after seven weeks of 
management by commissioners 
appointed by the Central Bank. 

“This is not a. liquidation, this is 
-a share out among seven banks of 
assets belonging to large numbers 
of small savers,” lawyer Marino . 
Mariani said. 

The new Ambrosiano is exclu- 
sively owned by the pool of seven 
institutions which last month 
agreed with the Bank of Italy to 


cover the stricken Milan bank's 
immediate liquidity needs. 

The Bank of Italy has said the 
seven will try to give former 
shareholders an interest in the 
new bank through a preference 
share issue, but details of the 
scheme have still to be worked 
out. 

Ambrosiano's failure, weeks 
after the flight and suicide of 
former Chairman Roberto Calvi. 
was the worst in post-war Italian 
banking history. 

Its scale exceeded that of the 
1974 failure of the Banca Privata 
Jtaiiana of Michele Sindona. later 
jailed in America for the fraudul- 
ent collapse of his Franklin 
National Bank. 

Ambrosiano was pushed into 
liquidation by the weight of an 
estimated $ 1 .4 billion of doubtful 
debt, owed mostly to its Latin 
American subsidiaries by 
Vatican-connected financial 
institutions in Panama. 

• in turn its overseas subsidiaries 
owed an estimated $600 million to 
some 250 foreign banks, which 
have declared its Luxembourg 
holding company in defaulL 


Italy’s authorities have angered 
foreign bankers by saying neither 
the new nor the old Ambrosiano is 
liable to repay these loans. 

As a result of Banco 
Ambrosiano's collapse, the Italian 
government has imposed new con- 
trols on foreign-based subsidiaries 
of Italian companies, closing a 
loophole in the foreign exchange 
regulations. 

A Foreign Trade Ministry 
statement said that from Nov. 9 
any Italian company wauling to 
set up an overseas holding sub- 
sidiary would have to obtain the 
ministry’s approval. 

Companies will have to show 
the ministry annual audited 
accounts of the holding company 
and its subsidiaries and will have 
to obtain prior approval from the 
ministry for their holding com- 
panies to acquire subsidiary hold- 
ing companies. the statement said. 

Trade Ministry officials said the 
government decree applied not to 
purely industrial or trade sub- 
sidiaries of Italian firms but to 
majority- Italian-owned mixed 
operations which were mainly 
financial holding companies with a 
limited trade or industrial role. 


Reagan’s gas pipeline sanctions 
hamper U.S. -European relations 


AFTON, Oklahoma (R) — Pres- 
ident Reagan's sanctions against 
the proposed Soviet natural gas 
pipeline were a foreign policy dis- 
aster which did more to harm 
U.S.-European relations than 
anything the Russians could have 
done, a leading congressman said 
Tuesday.. 

Thomas Foley, a Washington 
State Democrat and majority 
whip in the House of Rep- 
resentatives, told the National 
Governors Association meeting 
here that he doubted Congress 
would be able to take any mean- 
ingful action to protest against Mr. 
Reagan's decision. 

At least one Republican Gov- 
ernor. James Thompson of 
Illinois, agreed with Mr. Foley. 
The State of Illinois, the country's 


main exporter of equipment and 
agricultural products, now has the 
second -highest unemployment 
rate in the United States. 

This is due in pan to the 
administration's ban on the use of 
American technology for the 
Soviet pipeline because of Mos- 
cow's actions in Poland. 

In June Mr. Reagan extended 
the ban to subsidiaries of U.S. 
firms in Europe and to European 
firms manufacturing under U.S. 
licence. 

But Britain. France and Italy 
have ordered their firms to honour 
thier contracts and West Germany 
has indicated it may do likewise! 

Mr. Foley said the administ- 
ration's action over the gas 
pipeline was “a walking, living 
foreign policy disaster which has 


driven a wedge more deeply bet- 
ween our European allies and the 
United States than any action of 
the Soviet Union, than any fact of 
international experience since 
World War II. and it must be 
changed." 

Interior Secretary James Watt 
said the United States would need 
a crash programme to develop 
nuclear power unless major off- 
shore oil discoveries were made 
within the next two decades. 


Adco drills 
on man-made 
islands 


ABU DHABI fQPECXAt — The 
Abu Dhabi Company for Onshore 
Oil Operations fAdco) has built 
two man-made islands ofT Abu 
Dhabi's coastline and is carrying 
out extension work on an existing 
one. By 1983. Adco hopes to be 
operating three new oil wells in the 
area using onshore equipment for 
olTshore drilling operations. 

The project, involving complex 
logistics, land and sea trans- 
portation, as well as land recla- 
mation, represents a “first” in the 
Middle East, according to the 
newspaper Khaleej Times. 

The islands, identical in design, 
cover some 50,000 square metres 
and stand just over four metres 
above the low-tide mark. 

To protect the islands against 
the force of the sea, Adco has 
covered the slopes and sand beams 
with synthetic filter fabric, some 
3,000 concrete blocks and other 
materials. 


Arab group 
declares 51% 
profit increase 


Rf VADH (OPECNAi — The Arab 
Petroleum Investments Cor- 
poration (Apicorpi recorded a net 
profit of $47.77 million last year, 
an increase of 51 per cent over 
1980. 

Apicorp is said to have raised its 
equity participation in petroleum 
projects to $68 million.

AEG plans to hive off 
home appliances business 

FRANKFURT. West Germany (R) — West Germany's second 
largest electrical concern. AEG-Telefunken. faces a future in which 
it may no longer be a household name after calling in the receivers. 

Following the biggest corporate failure in West German history. 
AEG now plans to hive off its loss-making home appliance 
businesses, ranging from washing machines to hairdryers, and con- 
centrate on capital goods — gas turbines, satellites, and electronic 
components. 

The decision by West Germany's 10th largest employer to give up 
ibe fight to keep the ailing group together is by no means the end of 
its daily negotiations with 25 banks, the ministries in Bonn and 
potential industrial saviours. 

In the coming months a judge will have to establish whether AEG 
can keep Tuesday's promise to pay off 4(1 per cent its debts. 

The banks seem to have resigned themselves to writing off a large 
portion of some 4.6 billion marks ($1.8 billion > of loans. But despite 
pledges of support from Bonn, the question of a one billion mark 
($400 million) federal guarantee still remains open. 

There may also be strong opposition from the 1 20,000 workforce 
world-wide, which could be slimmed down drastically. The capital 
goods sector will only be able to support 60.000 jobs. 

Chairman Heinz Duerr said some 1 2.000 jobs will be shed as a 
result of Monday's decision. The fate of the remaining workers 
depends on AEG finding willing partners to take over its various 
loss-making household appliance subsidiaries. 

U had looked a month ago that the company's immediate future 
was secure after the government in Bonn promised to provide 600 
million marks (S240 million) in export credit guarantees. 

But it made the aid conditional on AEG's banks agreeing to 
prov ide an extra 275 million marks (S 11 0 million ) in new credits -- a 
condition which the AEG banking consortium could not agree to 
meet. 

Sino-U.S. trade reaches $2. 75b 

PEKING (Rj — Sino-U.S. trade for the first six months ol I9S2 is 
running ai a higher level than last year, despite political tensions over 
American arms sales to Taiwan, according to figures released Tues- 
day. 

The U.S. embassy said bilateral trade lor the January -June period 
totalled $2.75 billion against S2.4 billion for the same period in 1 9N I . 

The end of J une figures showed the level of 1 9S2 exchanges pulling 
ahead ol the 19M rate for the first rime. 

While U.S. exports at SI. 71 bitlion were down eight per cent, 
imports from China at S 1 .04 billion rose 20 percent on the mid-vear 
I9S1 level. 

The figures showed that China’s export drive was clearly impro- 
v ing the country's trading position, entt ing the trade gap by one-third 
to S662.7 million.

chemical weapons 


GENEVA (R) - The United 
States called for a ban on chemical 
weapons as top priority Tuesday, 
saying evidence was mounting of 
their use by Soviet-backed troops 
againsr anti-government forces in 
Afghanistan. 

Louis Fields, addressing the 
40-nation disarmament com- 
mittee here, also urged a treaty 
prohibiting radiological weapons. 
But he said the U.S. did not feel 
the time was ripe for concluding a 
comprehensive nuclear test-ban 
treaty. 

in his first speech at the com- 
mittee's summer session, the U.S. 
delegate said: “We place an 
extremely high priority on the 
achievement of a complete and 
effective ban on chemical 
weapons." 

He said evidence continued to 
mount regarding the use of pro- 
hibited toxic weapons in south- 
east Asia and chemical warfare 


against “freedom fighters” in 
Afghanistan, where opposition 
forces have been fighting 'gov- 
ernment and Soviet troops for the 
past two years. 

Mr. Fields said it was imperative 
that major emphasis be put on 
concluding a treaty, with adequate 
measures of verification and com- 
. pliance. He called on the Soviet 
Union to expand on Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko's 
recent statement in New York that 
Moscow would accept on-site ver- 
ification of a chemical weapons 
ban. 

The U.S. delegate blamed the 
failure of the recent U.N. special 
disarmament session in New York 
on a deterioration in international 
affairs, which he said had 
thoroughly eroded the confidence 
of nations in their security. 

Referring to current U.S.- 
Soviet negotiations in Geneva on 
limiting long and medium-range 


nuclear missiles, Mr. Fields said 
the talks were aimed at deep and 
substantial cuts in the two super- 
powers' strategic nuclear arsenals. 

“More than any other measure, 
successful conclusion of these 
negotiations will represent mean- 
ingful progress towards the total 
elimination of nuclear weapons, a 
goal we all seek," he said. 

“My government continues to 
hold a comprehensive test ban as 
an ultimate objective, although we 
believe that negotiation of such a 
ban is not propitious at the present 
time.” 

But the U.S. was ready to take 
an active role in a working group 
discussing how to monitor a nuc- 
lear test ban treaty. It also 
believed a treaty prohibiting 
radiological weapons would be in 
the interests of all mankind and 
was ready to take part in talks on 
the issue of weapons in outer 
space. 


‘Ethiopia suffered heavy 
losses’, says Somalia 


NAIROBI (R) — The Somali 
government said Ethiopian forces 
attacking from the neighbouring 
Ogaden region suffered heavy 
losses in the latest clashes with 
Somali forces. Mogadishu radio 
reported Tuesday. 

The radio, monitored here, said 
90 Ethiopians were killed, many 
others wounded and three tanks, 
an armoured personnel carrier 
and heavy guns lost in an attack on 
Aug. S. Five Somalis were killed. 
23 wounded and a tank, a jeep and 
an armoured personnel carrier 
were lost. 


60 Ethiopian soldiers died and 
three tanks and an armoured per- 
sonnel carrier were lost in another 
attack on Aug. 6, while Somali 
forces lost a jeep, an armoured 
personnel carrier. 12 men killed 
and 20 wounded. 

The radio gave no further 
details of the fighting. Earlier, 
radio Kulmis, the clandestine 
radio station of the Somali Demo- 
cratic Salvation Front (SDSF), 
said the SDSF forces had made 
further advances into Somalia. 

Ethiopia denies that its forces 
are involved in the fighting. 


France confirms lifting 
embargo on Argentina 


PARiS (R) — France Tuesday 
confirmed that it has lifted its 
embargo on arms deliveries to 
Argentina following Britain’s 
recapture of the Falkland Islands. 

France :s the first European 
Community country to end the 
embargo imposed by all 10 
member slates when Argentina 
seized the islands in April. 

A spokesman for the external 
relations ministry said: “Now that 
hostilities have ended, the French 
government sees no reason to con- 
tinue the embargo.” 

The decision was made several 
days ago. he said. Well-informed 
sources m Buenos Aires said 
Monday night France had told the 
Argentine foreign ministry of its 
decision at the weekend. 

French defence sprain is try 
sources said that existing contracts 
would be fulfilled and that there 
was do reason why new contracts 


should not go ahead now that rela- 
tions between France and Argen- 
tina had returned to normal. 

Contracts include deliveries of 
Super Etendard aircraft, which 
are equipped with the Exocet air- 
to-sea missiles which sank two 
British ships during the battle for 
the Falklands. 

France suspended deliveries of 
the Super Etendards after only 
five or six had been handed over. 
The sources did not say how many 
more of the aircraft were stillto be 
delivered. 

Argentina's air force is also 
equipped with French Mirage 
fighters and a locally-made 
ground attack aircraft, the Pucara. 
which uses French-built engines. 

Italian foreign minister Emilio 
Colombo is currently in Buenos 
Aires to try to patch up relations 
between Argentina and the Euro- 
pean Community.

When this hand was 
played in a tournament in 
Europe, four spades was a 
popular contract. Many 
declarers made 11 tricks. But 
strange things happened at 
one of the tables. West led 
his fourth-best club. Declarer 
won the ace, ruffed a heart in 
dummy and discarded a dia- 
mond on the ace of clubs. 
Now he led dummy’s remain-' 


Thus far South had lost 
only one club trick, and he 
still had the ace of diamonds 
to lose in the plain suits, but 
East's continual ruffs had 
created an amusing situation 
— West had a sure trump 
trick with the four! 

If this was a fairy tale, we 
would report that West 
scored his trump for an ab- 
solute top score on the board. 
But West had not been watch- 
ing what was going on. and 
he did not realize that his 4-2 
behind declarer's A-3 was a 
sure winner. When declarer 
led a low diamond towards 
dummy. West rose with the 
ace and, thinking that 
declarer had a fifth heart 
rather than another dia- 
mond, be elected to exit with 
& trump. So declarer ended 
up making the same number 
of tricks as everyone else. 


ICO to hold 


meeting in Niger 


TUNIS (R) — Islamic Conference 
Organisation (ICO) Secretary- 
General Habib Chatti said Tues- 
day that the 13th ICO ministerial 
meeting would take place as 
planned on Aug. 20 in Niamey, 
Niger. 


Mr. Chatti told Reuters that 40 
countries would be represented at 
the meeting, including Sien-a 
Leone, which has been absent for 
several years from ICO meetings. 

The agenda would include the 
Israeli invasion of Lebanon, the 
situation in Afghanistan and the 
Gulf war between Iran and Iraq. 


India, Pakistan talks on non-aggression due today 


ISLAMABAD (R) — Pakistan 
and India make a new attempt 
Wednesday to start serious 
negotiations on a non-aggression 
pact andother ways of easing ten- 
sion berween them. 

The talks were supposed to take 
place nearly six months ago but 
India postponed them over one of 
the hiccups that have blighted 
India-Pakistan relations and led to 
three wars between the two 
neighbours m their 35 years of 
independence. 

There is no formal agenda for 
the two-day talks in Islamabad 
involving the foreign secretaries of 
both countries, and each side goes 
into the meeting with firm but dif- 
fering ideas about priorities. 

Pakistan has sent India a draft 
of a non-aggression pact, while 
New Delhi has presented 
Islamabad with a draft document 
on a joint commission to promote 
contacts and thus create the cli- 
mate fox . talks about a non- 
aggression treaty. 

One senior -Western diplomat 
said that one of the first hurdles to 


overcome was simply deciding 
which was the priority— a dramatic 
gesture or a more gradual 
approach. 

“They have to decide which is 
the cart and which is the horse. 
And then agree on whether the 
cart or the home goes first,”’ the 
diplomat said. 

Most diplomats expect the talks 
to be low key with success judged 
almost solely by whether the two 
sides agree to continue talking in 
the near future. 

Fourteen months ago the two 
countries seemed on the brink of a 
significant breakthrough In their 
relations. But several days later 
Pakistan and the U.S. agreed on a 
resumption of American arms 
supplies including F-16 jets and 
high-level contacts betweea India 
and Pakistan ceased. 

Last September Pakistan made 
its offer of a non -aggression pact 
and the two sides agreed to hold 
talks in February. However India 
called off those discussions when 
Pakistan raised the two countries' 
Kashmir dispute at a human rights 


commission meeting in Geneva- 

Kashmir, two-thirds controlled 
by India and one-third by Pakis- . 
fan , is one of the enduring thorns 
in their relations and two wars 
have been fought over it 

The third war fought by India 
and Pakistan since they became 
independent in 1947 was over the 
creation of Bangladesh- from 
Pakistan’s eastern wing in 1970. 

Even one week before the pre- 
sent talks diplomats held their 
breath when an Indian airliner was 
hijacked at the beginning of 
August and ordered to fly to 
Pakistan. 

But Pakistan refused to allow 
the plane to land at Lahore air- 
port, earning a note of thanks 
from the Indian government. 

So far few details have emerged 
of Pakistan's proposed non- 
aggression treaty and India's 
response to the draft has been 
luke-warm. 

However Pakistan's new Fore- 
ign Minister, Sahabzada Yaqub 
Khan, indicated in a local news- 
paper interview last week that a 


key element was a balanced reduc- 
tion of forcesat a time when Pakis- 
tan is buying weapons from the 
U.S. and India from the Soviet 
Union. 


Washington and Moscow are 
certain to follow the progress of 
the talks keenly because a serious 
rapprochement between India 
and Pakistan could alter the 
strategic balance in South Asia. 

Both Pakistan and India insist 
that despite their weapons pur 
chases they are not aligned to 
either Washington or Moscow and 
want good relations with both. 


Some diplomats hope that 
Wednesday’s talks may give an 
indication of whether Indian 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi has 
softened her attitudes to Ameri- 
can arms sales to Pakistan after 
her visit to Washington last 
month. 

Pakistan President Mohammad 
Zia Ul Haq said in a speech on 
Sunday that Mrs. Gandhfs visit 
helped remove some obstacles in 
Indian -Pakistan relations. 


Guatemalan army pursues scorched 


earth policy against guerrillas 


MEXICO CITY (R) — 
Guatemala's army, determined to 
wipe out leftist guerrillas, is pur- 
suing a scorched earth policy 
which has driven at least 8,000 
refugees into Mexico in the past 
month, diplomatic sources said 
Monday. 

They said the army, which 
began a large-scale offensive in 
July, appeared to have decided to 
create free-fire zones in areas 
along the border with Mexico's 
oil-rich Chiapas province. 

“They are engaged in what can 
only be described as a policy of 
scorched earth," one diplomat 
said. “That is. the army moves into 
an area suspected to harbour 
guerrillas and burns down every- 


thing in sight to deny them shelter. 
By their very nature, such oper- 
ations go with indiscriminate kil- 
lings,” he added. 

According to the sources, the 
Guatemalan army was combining 
its scorched earth tactics with the 
establishment of free-fire zones to 
make movement for the rebels 
more difficult. 

A spokesman for the U.N. high 
commissioner for refugees in Mex- 
ico City reported that over the 
past 10 days alone, some 4,000 
peasants had fled to Mexico from 
the embattled provinces of El 
Quiche and Huehuetenango in 
north-western Guatemala. 

The spokesman said roughly the 
same number had sought refuge in 


Mexico m July, bringing to about 
20,000 the number of Guatema- 
lan. refugees now in Chiapas. 


Refugees arriving in Mexico 
have reported a series of mas- 
sacres by the army, including one 
incident in which troops were said 
to have herded women and chil- 
dren into a church in the village of 
Santa Teresa before starting on 
orgy of raping and killing. 


There have been no inde- 
pendent eye-witness accounts of 
such incidents. 


The fighting pits large parts of 
Guatemala's 18.000-strong army 
against four main guerrilla groups 
of about 4,000 to 6,000. 


Khartoum proposes 
OAU meeting in 
Addis Ababa 


KHARTOUM (R) — Sudan has 
proposed that the African Summit 
that failed to convene m Tripoli. 
Libya, last week should be held in 
Addis Ababa, headquarters of the 
Organisation of African Unity 
(OAU). 


The Sudan News Agency 
quoted Sudanese Foreign Minis 
ter Mohamed Mirghani Mubarak 
Tuesday as saying that Addis 
Ababa would be a suitable venue. 


The failure to hold the summit 
arose out of the admission to the 
OAU of the Saharan Arab Demo- 
cratic Republic proclaimed by 
Polisario guerrillas fighting 
Morocco for control of the West- 
ern Sahara. 


Tunisia withdraws proposal 
to host Arab League meeting 


TUNIS (R) — Tunisian Foreign 
Minister Beji Caid Essebsi said 
Tuesday his country had with- 
drawn its proposal to play host to a 
meeting of Arab League foreign 
ministers but the session could 
take place in Morocco in the next 
few days. 

Sudan said earlier that the 
ministerial meeting, aimed at pre- 
paring an Arab summit, was due 
to start in Tunis Tuesday. 

Mr. Essebsi said in a broadcast 
that Arab League foreign minis- 
ters could meet “in the next few 
days in Morocco.” 

Morocco has suggested that the 
league attempt to reconvene the 
summit meeting of Arab leaders 
held in the Moroccan city of Fez 
last November and suspended 
after disagreement over a Saudi 
Arabian peace plan for the Middle 
East. 

According to Moroccan offi- 


cials, 13 of the Arab League's 
members including the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
have agreed to attend a raeetingof 
foreign ministers to prepare the 
reopening of the Fez summit. 

The official Tunisian News 
Agency (TAP) Tuesday quoted an 
authorised PLO source as saying 
the meeting should be held on Fri- 
day in a place that would allow the 
participation of all Arab foreign 
ministers. 

TAP quoted the source as say- 
ing concrete measures must be 
decided and carried out as soon as 
possible to forestall “Israeli plans 
to wipe out the PLO.” 

TAP said Monday that King 
Fahd of Saudi Arabia had agreed 
not to present again his Middle 
East peace plan, which appeared 
to imply recognition of Israel's 
right to exist, if the Arab league 
summit reconvenes. 


Police hunt for attackers on 
Jewish restaurant in Paris 


PARIS (R) — Interior Minister 
Gaston Defferre promised French 
Jews Tuesday that everything was 
being done to protect them after a 
devastating gun and grenade 
attack on a Jewish restaurant in 
Paris. 

He blamed “a foreign organ- 
isation” which he did not name for 
the killing of six people and the 
wounding of 22 in the shooting 
Monday. 

“7 think this is an attack which is 
linked with the unfortunate situ- 
ation which has been going on in 
the Middle East for a long time,” 
he added. 

As pressure mounted on the 
government to crack down on 
political violence, police said they 
were hunting four or five men 
described as “terrorists rather 
than hired killers.” 

Mr. Defferre said he had told 
police chiefs across France to 
assure Jewish community leaders 
that efforts were being made to 
stop more attacks. 

“It is impossible to guard 
everyone but we are doing the 
utmost possible,'' he said. “ We are 
doing the maximum.” 

Mr. Defferre said one of the 
weapons in the attack was possibly 
of the same type of Polish machine 
pistol which was used in a raid 
against a Vienna synagogue last 
year and in the shooting of the 
Israeli ambassador in London in 
May. 

Police reported that the 
ammunition was Polish and the 
hand grenade of Czechoslovak 
origin. 

The carnage at Goldenberg’s 
restaurant in the Jewish quarter of 
Paris was discussed by President 
Francois Mitterrand and senior 
ministers Tuesday. 


Eyewitnesses said two or three 
men, young, dark-haired and of 
Mediterranean appearance, 
entered the restaurant. They 
threw a grenade and shot method- 
ically at staff and customers with 
machine pistols. 

Then they backed out into the 
street and fired calmly at people 
hiding in doorways, picking their 
targets and not wasting shots, 
according to a police source. 

Police say they believe between 
four mid five men were involved in 
the attack. One or two may have 
been waiting in the getaway car. 

Police said eight people were 
being questioned about recent 
bombings in Paris for which 
responsibility has been claimed by 
an organisation called Action 
Directe. 

The underground group, 
believed to have 100 members, is 
thought to have Middle East con- 
nections. 


Israeli reaction 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Israeli 
Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
said Tuesday he would call on 
Jews in France to defend them- 
selves if the French government 
did not take action against neo- 
Nazi groups. 

In a statement on Monday's 
attack on a Jewish restaurant in 
Paris which killed six people, Mr. 
Begin appeared to lay part of the 
blame for the shootingon remarks 
made by French President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand. 

“The murderous crime in the 
heart of Paris is the result of hor- 
rendous talk of the anti-Israeli 
incitement that is tantamount to 
anti-Semitic incitement in French 
newspapers and media,” he said. 


Turkish government bans media 
from publishing airport attack 


ANKARA (R) — Martial law 
authorities Monday ordered Turk- 
ish news organisations not to publ- 
ish stories about Saturday’s attack 
by Armenian guerrillas on Ankara 
airport, newspaper editors said. 

The ban followed a report in 
one newspaper that the two guer- 
rillas who carried out the attack. In 
which at least six people died, had 
been trained in Syria. 

Earlier martial law authorities 
banned publication and dis- 
tribution of the popular daily 
newspaper G lines (Sun) which 
published the report about Syria. 


The editors said this was fol- 
lowed by telephone messages tel- 
ling all news organisations that 
stories on the airport assault and 
the investigation into it were 
banned and only official state- 
ments could be published. 

Turkey’s military rulers, who 
seized power two years ago, fre- 
quently ban stories and have sus- 
pended publication of individual 
newspapers for limited periods on 
several occasions. 

The country's six major daOy 
papers have published a series of 
sensational and often unsourced 


stories about the attack, for which 
a Beirut-based Armenian 
Nationalist group has claimed 
responsibility. 


Newspaper sources said the 
military government was very 
angxy about Monday's reports 
that the guerrillas had entered 
Turkey from Syria and sugges- 
tions that they had been trained 
there. 


The sources said the gov- 
ernment had indicated it feared 
relations with Syria could be dam- 
aged. 


Boycott of meeting by moderate 


African countries splits OAU

TRIPOLI — The 19-year-old 
Organisation of African Unity 
(OAU) has been left close to 
break-up as members meeting in 
Tripoli faced a stalled summit and 
the possibility of the establ- 
ishment of a breakaway move- 
ment. 


A majority of moderate leaders 
led by Tanzanian President Julius 
Nyerere eventually imposed the 
view last week that there should 
be further efforts to get together 
moderate and radical African 
states at a reconvened summit. 

The current crisis stemmed 
from the admission to the pan- 
African body of the Saharan Arab 
Democratic Republic (SADR), 
proclaimed by Polisario guerrillas 
fighting Morocco for control of 
the western Sahara. 

The SADR admission, at a 
ministerial meeting in Addis 
Ababa last February, led to the 
boycott of the Tripoli meeting by 
some 20 African nations, thus 
depriving the conference of the 
necessary two-thirds quorum of 
34 states. 

With the moderates remaining 
unshakable in their boycott, the 
30 countries present in the Libyan 
capital came under pressure from 
hardliners to go ahead without the 
absentees, conference sources 
said. 


post automatically if the OAU 
summit had opened formally. But 
the sources said a majority of 
more moderate leaders, including 
/Tanzania, Zambia, Togo and 
Congo, argued against Col. Qadh- 
afi taking over as OAU leader in 
the absence of the summit open- 
ing.

Diplomatic sources said the 
failure to hold the annual summit 
as scheduled could be seen as a 
diplomatic success for Morocco, 
which forecast.it would not take 
place, and a setback for Libya, 
which did its utmost over the past' 
two weeks to peisuade more 
nations to attend. 

Libya's concessions included an 
eleventh-hour compromise 
imposed on the Algerian-backed 
Polisario. Under this, Polisario 
agreed “temporarily and vol- 
untarily" not to attend the summit 
provided it would take part in a 
preparatory ministerial session 
that never took place for lack of 
the required quorum. 

But the compromise, dismissed 
by Morocco, strengthened the 
boycotting states in their con- 
viction that they were in a winning 
position, the sources added. 

With continued uncertainty 
casting doubts on a future Tripoli 
summit, there was no way of pre- 
dicting whether the 51 African 
countries could eventually over- 
come the worst crisis in their 
organisation's 19-year-old his- 
tory.

DALLAS (R) — A man upset by 
the loss of his job killed six people 
and wounded four others before 
being shot dead by police Tues- 
day. John Parish, 46, was killed as 
he tried to shoot his way past a 
roadblock in the second of two 
trucks he hijacked. Witnesses told 
police that he earlier shot dead 
three fellow employees in a ware- 
house of a trucking company that 
had fired him. He then stole a 
truck and drove to another of the 
firm's warehouses when he killed 
one worker and wounded two 
o there. He was killed when he ran 
into the roadblock and opened fire 
on police as he jumped out of the 
truck. One policeman was injured. 


Iranian delegation 
visits India 


LONDON (R) — The speaker of 
the Iranian Majlis (parliament), 
heading a high-level delegation, 
left for India Tuesday. Tehran 
Radio said. The radio, monitored 
by Reuters, said Hojatoleslam 
Hashemi Rafsanjani would meet 
Indian Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi during his visit which is 
expected to cover political and 
economic issues. The meeting of 
the non-aligned countries 
scheduled for Baghdad in Sep- 
tember would figure high in their 
talks and Iran would press for 
changing the venue of the summit, 
the radio said. The leaders of both 
countries would also discuss the 
22-month-old Gulf war between 
Iran and Iraq and the Israeli inva- 
sion of Lebanon, the radio said. 
This is the highest ranking Iranian 
delegation to visit India since the 
1979 Islamic revolution, it said. 


Son kills mother 
in New York 


NEW YORK (R) - The smell 
from a man's socks left him 
detained on half a million dollars 
baB Monday, accused of killing his 
mother with a bomb hidden in a 
cookery book. A court here was 
told that a specially trained dog 
linked the odour from 28-year-old 
Craig Kipp's socks with scent on 
remains of the bomb which killed 
his mother, civic leader Joan Kipp, 
54. Police said a three-month 
investigation into her murder 
suggested her son was the killer. 
Mre. Kipp was killed last May 7 
when she opened a hollowed-out 
cookery book mailed to her home. 
The book contained three bullets 
rigged to a copper wire, battery 
and explosive powder. The bullets 
detonated when she opened the 
book. 


Pope approves 
election of new 
Catholic patriarch 


VATICAN CITY (R) — Pope 
John Paul Monday approved the 
election of a patriarch of the 
Armenian Catholic Church of 
Cilicia, congratulating the 
Beirut-based church for centuries 
of steadfast attachment to the Vat- 
ican. In a letter to the .new pat- 
riarch, John Peter the 18th Kas- 
parian, the Pope approved his 
election by an Armenian Synod in 
Rome last Wednesday and 
granted a request for continued 
membership of the Roman 
Catholic Communion. The Pope 
held a particular affection for the 
Armenian Catholic Church, 
“mindful of the heroism with 
which over the centuries it had 
proved its unremitting attachment 
to the see of Saint Peter.” the Pon- 
tiff s letter said. The new patriarch 
succeeds Hemaiagh Pierre the 
17th Ghedighian. 77, who res- 
igned on May 30 because of his 
age. Patriarch Kasparian. 55, was 
bom in Cairo and ordained priest 
in 1952 after studying at the Late- 
ran University in’’ Rome. He was 
appointed Arme man-rite arc- 
hbishop of Baghdad in 1972. 


Police use bicycles 
to catch prostitutes 


LOS ANGELES (R) — Los 
Angeles police are using 1 0-speed 
bicycles to sneak up on prostitutes 
m a campaign to clean up streets in 
the city centre. The force recently 
tried using a mounted force but 
the clatter of hooves warned pros- 
titutes of their advances. Police- 
men will now pedal around 
dressed in T-shirts, shorts and 
gun belts. "Hopefully, this will dis- 
courage prostitutes from loitering . 
on street comers,” a spokesman 
said Monday.
